Informed by teUgraph, decided this morning 
against the inality of the certificate and in fa- ; 
ror of the demnrrer filed by Mr. Baahf >rd'« j 
counsel. Tbe decision baa caused connidera* j 
ble rejoicing among the Republicans—who feel 
encouraged to hope that justice will be accord- 
ed Mr. Bashford, and that he will, ere Ion?, be 
declared Governor, and Mr. Barstow be ousted j 
from the seat he holds, but which 'ho managed 
to secure through fraud and in defiance of the 
people a* oxpreBsed through the ballot-box.— 
The decision of the Court waa read by Chief 
Juotice Whiton, and was very cle-ir, concise 
and able. 
Justice Smith also delivered an 


opinion, which was remarkable for compactness 
of thought, clearness of expression, and tbo 
force and ability of the argument. Judge 
Howe made the closing speech in the ease, 
yesterday afternoon, leaving it in a most satis- 
factory light. Mr. Orton bure tho brunt of the 
battle on tho part of Mr. Barstow, and, I must 
««y, did honor to hi* ability as a speaker and a 
lawyer. 
During the progress of the case, the 


Court room has been crowded with nnxion* lis- 
teners, who have awaited the decision with in- 
tense interest. The Democrats aro grievously 
disappointed, aa a mutter of course, whilst the 
Republican are much elutcJ.

Jk.m by tha t*ru» of tlio act, the money* col- 
lected by thu agents are to be paid into the 
state treasury, and a detailed statement verified 
by oath therewith filed, it i*-highly probable 
that the officer having charge of the, tiimc can 
fnrnUh the required information.

The Supreme Court, yesterday morning do% 


Lrered its opinion upon the plea of the Re- 
poudent, that tbe Court could take no further 
jogniiance uf the case, and tlie demurrer to 
he plea. The opinion was delivered by Chief 
luBtice Whiton and Justice Smith. 


Chief Justico Wbirou.—Tho inf irmation in 


bis ca*e is in the usual form. It; avers that 
.here was an itirrusiou into, and a usurpation of 
,he office i-f Governor ; that the respondent ex- 
ercises the duties of tho office without right, 
ind alao sets up the right of the relnti-r to hold 
:he office. 
Iu point of furin, this information 


a presumed to be unobjectionable, us no objec- 
tion* have been rniaud before the expiration of 
;ho time fixed for the respondent ti> plead. A 
motion was made to diHmiss the proceedings, 
because the Court had BO jurisdiction to con- 
sider tho matter. The Court decided that it 
had jurisdiction, because the Governor is an 
iiffioer. although of a high character, still un- 
doubtedly nn officer. It was stated,in the .opin- 
ion of the Court, that by the filing of the mo- 
tion, the fficts iu tho information were admit- 
ted. Although it W;IH elated iu the opinion as 
true, still tlie Court did not consider it neccs- 
*iiry in order that they should have jurisdiction. 
When th(j motion waa overruled, the defendant 
was required to answer, ami has put in hie plea 


There is uo doubt of tho chnracitur of this 


plea. 
The counsel on both sides agree that 


this is a ple;i to the jurisdiction of the Court. 
It is designed to oust the Court of jurisdiction. 
The plea set? up the fact that at a canvass on 
the ICth of December, tho State CanvaRsers 
declared that tho respondent was elected Gov- 
ernor. 
Tho argument is, that although the 


Court might have jurisdiction it) tbe caee of a 
mere intruder, it would not have in this case. 


We have stated before.auj we ropeat.that wo 


rhall decide questions no farther tlian they are 
raised by pleas, or in the proper manner to put 
upon record. Tlie question of the finality ot 
the canvass, the validity of the title of the cer- 
tificate to tlio office, which is presented by the 
plea, we elmll not decide. Wu have all cmne 
to thu conclusion that though the mutter of the 
plea tuiuht be good iu n plea in bar, it ia not a 
plea to the jurisdiction. This case is likened

It is vain to say that a per- 
son cannot hi>!d the office of Governor, if he in 
declared elected, and that, tiio Constitution pro 
vides no means by \vhicii its provisions filial! be 
carried out. no sustaining, self preserving jiows 
er. Tho question of tilts right to hold office 
must oft.eii become a judicial question, and the 
Constitution provides for this. The provision 
relative to the merits ofquointrraiiln, itnr.quiv 
ucally showa that, the IViiiuers uf the Constitu- 
tion designer) that whenever such questions be- 
came judicial questions, they should be judi- 
cially decided. 


It has been said that tliore are three depart- 


ments of the government, That may be true. 
But there are not three government*, mir are 
there parts of government. When the execu- 
tive department acts, the wiole government, 
nnd not n part, operates; and so with the legis- 
lative and judicial department*. Whiletheex- 
ecutive power is vested in a Gavernor, it is not 
veeted in the individual. The constitution de- 
clares that tho Governor shall have certain 
qualifications. It is idle to say that any person, 
if he were elected, will hold the office. Is it 
sol If a person gets a certificate of office, i* 
that conclusive, and ia there no power in tbe 
constitution to correct any wrong.but the pow- 
er of the sword 1 Then the constitution is a 
mere collection of idle words. 


It is eaid that we are exercising a dangerous 


and a delicate power in taking jurisdiction of 
this question. 
It is delicate.but not dangerous. 


Delicute, because it is a dtilicate duty to ascer- 
tain one's own power. 
He dnro not exercise 


th is power without it waa clearly granted by the 
constitution : when it was thus clearly granted, 
be dare not abstain from the exercise of it.
